After dinner was served me. on} 
the plane the other day, I took 


one of those frail paper napkins 
and on it wrote some reasons why 
I could expect God to help in my 
great nation-wide broadcast, that 
broadcast which requires so much 
money every week and a real step 
of faith. God reminded me of a 
number of good reasons why a 
good Christian can expect an an- 
swer to his prayers. Oh, we have 
strong reasons. 


In Hebrews 4:16 the Scripture 
says, “Let. us. therefore come 
boldly unto the throne of grace, 
that we may obtain mercy, and 
find grace to help in, time of need.” 
We are to come boldly. ~ 

Again the Scripture says ~ in 
Hebrews 6:18 that we have “a 
strong consolation” for this hope 
we have in Christ. 

We are invited in I Peter 3:15 
to be always ready to give a 


- reason for the faith that is in us. 
We ought to have a reason to 


give men, but there ought to be 
some reason when we come to 
God to say we should expect an 
answer to prayer. 

Job said, “I would order my 
cause before him, and fill my 
mouth with arguments” (Job 23: 
4). 

Abraham argued with God. On 
the same basis I would like to tell 
some of the reasons a Christian 
has a good right to expect an 
fervent, believing 
prayer, or at least sincere prayer, 
and prayer from a needy heart 
and life. 


I. All the Promises of God 
- Encourage Us to Pray 
_ First, there are God’s promises. 


Any one of these promises is 


ee nn ee er ae ee oe 
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enough for a sermon in itself, but 
I want to take God’s promises as 
a whole, all of them throughout 
the Bible. I cannot name them all, 
but I want you to remember that 
the promises of God are the great 
basis on which, first of all, we 
should expect God to answer our 
prayers. 

God’s promises are God’s con- 
tracts with men. When God makes 
a promise, it is as definite as if 
God signed.a check. Sometimes 
the check has our name on it and 
the money belongs to us. Some- 
times it is a blank check which 
fits anybody and it comes, to our 
hand and fits us—so with the 
promises of God. God has entered 
into a contract, and blessed is the 
man who has God’s name to a 
signed contract of what God will 
do. We should learn the promises, 
we should refer to them, ' we 
should claim them, we _ should 
memorize them. 

The promises of God are the 
principal ground of any real faith. 
In Romans 10:17.we read, “So 
then faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God.” We 
know that faith comes from the 
Word of God, as we learn the 
Bible and as we read it. Now it 
might be that faith would come 
as we read of the kind of God 
that He is and what He has done 
for others, but perhaps the best 


and strongest foundation of our” 


faith is ‘when we .find a clear 
promise in the Word of God and 


| believe that promise and take it 


for ourselves and ask God to do 
what God said He would do. So 
then His promises are a reason 
why we should expect God to 
answer prayer. 
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My, there are so-many! I can 
give only a few. First, are you in 
trouble? It is sure good to find 
God is for the people in trouble. 
The Lord Jesus said, “Blessed be 
ye poor” (Luke 6:20). He said, 
“Blessed are they that mourn’ 
(Matt. 5:4). And in I Peter 5:7 
the Scripture. says, “Casting all 
your care upon him; for he careth 
for you.’ Do you have cares? 
Didn’t Jesus say in Matthew 11: 
28, “Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest.”? If you are 
labouring and if you are heavy 
burdened, then that is a good 
thing, isn’t it? 

Back in Psalm 50:15 we read, 
“call upon me in the day of 
trouble: I will deliver thee, and 
thou shalt glorify me.” How many, 
many times the Bible invites the 
brokenhearted and those in trou- 
ble and those who are poor and 
the widow and the orphan and 
those who have enemies and those 
who are persecuted to pray! Those 
promises ought to stir our hearts 
to the glad thought. 

In the fifty-first Psalm David 


“said, “The sacrifices of God are a 


broken spirit: a broken and a con- 
trite heart, O God, thou wilt not 
despise” (vs. 17). There are then 
the promises to those in trouble. 

Then there are promises about 
faith. In Mark 9:23 Jesus said, 
“If thou canst believe, all things 
are possible to him that believ- 
eth.” Again in Mark 11:24 Jesus 
said, “What things soever ye de- 
sire, when ye pray, believe that 
ye receive them, and ye shall have 
them.” And He said if one will 
“say unto this mountain, Be thou

and woman should consider the 
blessed alternative—to receive 
Christ and put the whole value 
of His atoning death between you 
and the awfulness of Hell. 

But Hell is more than a pos- 
sibility. Hell is reasonable. When 
I say Hell is reasonable I do not 
mean we should rule God out of 
His universe, call the Bible a 
myth, construct a logical argu- 
ment based on syllogisms and the 
machinery of men’s rational proc. 
esses, to convince ourselves there 
is such a place as Hell. We know 
what we know about that lost 
world through God's revelation. 
If mankind shuts its eyes to rev- 
elation, our condition is miserable. 
We have no sun, no moon or stars 
to steer by. We are adrift on an un- 
charted sea, buffeted by wind and 
waves of forces too great for us. 
But God has spoken. His revelation 
appeals to reason. 


Penitentiary of the Universe 


I used to préach in the Lincoln 
city jail. Through Chaplain Max- 


well I~ had the opportunity to} 


counsel with prisoners in the Ne- 
braska State Penitentiary. Later, 


we found prisoners in Argentina. 


Once and again I visited Los Ol- 
mos, an Argentine penitentiary, 
seeking to help a prisoner. Fre- 
quently we have passed the great 
penitentiary in San Nicolas, north 
of Buenos Aires. Our church in 
Rosario, Argentina, is but five 
blocks from a large walled-in 
prison. 


I am saying to you that in North 
America and in South America 
and around the world, it has been 
found necessary. to imprison men 
and women who are dangerous to 
society. You would not have it 
otherwise. What would happen if 
all prisons were suddenly abolish- 
ed? What if all inmates were, 
loosed, murderers, gunmen, gang- 
sters, white slavers, adulterers, 
fornicators, rapists, perverts, lun- 
atics? You would double-bar your 
doors tonight and pray for the 
morning, 

Listen to me. Be _ reasonable. 
Society must often pass sentence

not in a rush. He goes slow. He 


gives you time because He loves 
you and wants to save you. But 
woe to the person who presumes 
on the longsuffering of God. A 
gentleman of Long Island brought 
forward arguments against the 
Bible, and declared in the face of 
all present, “I am seventy years 
of age and have never seen such 
a place as Hell, after all that has 
been said about it.” 


His little grandson, seven years 
old, asked him, ‘‘Granddaddy, have 


you ever been dead yet?” There 


the conversation ended. 


Not Man’s Invention 


Do you know that Jesus Christ 
spoke more about Hell than any- 
one else in the Bible? Hell is not 
an ecclesiastical invention. It was 
not conjured up by preachers. If 
you are resentful of being preach- 
ed to about Hell, you are criti- 
cising the Lord who died:to save 
you from it. Jesus spoke as never 
man spake. But from those lips 
which moved to bless humanity 
fell some of the sternest warnings 
against Hell. The hands and feet 
of Jesus ever moved on errands 
of mercy. Yet Jesus warned that 
it were better to cut off hand or 
foot rather than “to be cast into 
hell, into the fire that never shall 
be quenched, where their worm 
dieth not and the fire is not 
quenched.” Jesus Christ knows the 
reality of Hell. He warns us to es- 
cape and never experience the 
horror of that awful place. 


“I can’t understand,” someone 
says, “how a God who is loving 
and merciful could create a place 
like Hell for human beings.” Read 
the Bible and you will see that

A Nebraska Methodist minister 
has written the editor denying 
that the virgin birth is essential 
to Christ’s deity, denying that the 
New Testament Greek text is ac- 
curate and urging that we give 
less attention to such matters as 
the virgin birth of Christ and to 
the cardinal doctrines which he 
calls incidentals and preach more 
important things. 

Here we give the editor’s an- 
swer, quoting the principal points 
in the Methodist minister’s letter 
and answering them briefly. 


Dear Mr. M— 

I am glad to have your inquiries 
and comments and will answer 
them the best I can, pleading your 
gracious forbearance, 


1. Is the Virgin Birth Essen- 
tial to Christ’s Deity? 


You say, “I would like to inquire 
where it is stated in the Bible 
that the ‘virgin birth is essential 
to Christ’s deity.’” That is dis- 
tinctly stated in Luke 1:35: 

“And the angel answered 
and said unto her, The Holy — 
Ghost shall come upon thee, 
and the power of the High- 
est shall overshadow thee: 
therefore also that holy -thing 
which shall be born of thee 
shall be called the Son of 
God.” 


The word therefore shows that 
the reason the Lord Jesus “shall 
be called the Son of God” is be- 
cause. of His miraculous concep- 
tion and birth. It also clearly 
shows that the term Son of God 
as used here could not be used of 
one born in the ordinary fashion. 


Z. Does a Modernist Know 
Better Than the Inspired 
Writer About the 
Virgin Birth? 

It is quite certain, as you frank- 
ly admit, that the Greek word 
parthenos means “a maiden or a 
virgin,” maiden and virgin being 


synonymous. You say that the 
virgin birth “is clearly stated in 
the Bible.” So it is, and so his- 
torical Christianity has always 
held and holds now. Then you say, 
“In Matthew 1:23 parthenos is an 
inaccurate. translation (due _ to 
LXX) of a Hebrew word in Isaiah 
7:14 meaning a female adolescent, 
a young woman of marriageable 
age, whether married or _ not, 
rightly . translated by Theodotion 
and Aquila neanis.” To my mind 
this seems a strange and fantas- 
tic statement. If seems to me that 
if you should base such a state- 
ment on the evidence and authori- 
ties concerning the Greek: text, 
you must admit your case is hope- 
less, because the scholars are 
against you, as are the manu- 
scripts. If this be your position, 
would you mind naming the Greek 
manuscripts of the New Testa- 
ment which use neanis instead of 


parthenos in Matthew 1:23? Surely 


you cannot seriously attack. the 
Greek text on such grounds, 


But perhaps you mean that al- 
though the Greek text certainly 
Says parthenos, the writer Mat- 
thew was not inspired and him- 
self foolishly misunderstood the 
Old Testament statement, and 
that the original text of the New 
Testament is in error. If such is 
your position—as it seems to be— 
then on what grounds do you take 
it? How do you know more than 
the divinely-inspired writer would 
know? For such an opinion, it 
seems to me that you would have 
no basis, but a preference to be- 
lieve that the Bible was not true. 
Perhaps you have some scholarly 
basis for an opinion. In that case, 
will you tell me what it is? 

I have carefully looked up every 
case in the Old Testament where 
the Hebrew word almah is used, 
a total of seven times, and in 
every case the translation virgin 
seems thoroughly justified. Young’s 
Analytical Concordance gives the

Milk 


Millie was a little black girl who 
lived in Africa.

Millie loved 
the two white missionaries at Oro, 
called Adedun and Ifeni by the 
African people.

meaning of the word as “conceal- 
ment, unmarried female.” Those 
seven uses of the word almah do 
not justify your accusing Matthew 
of error. What other sources of 
Hebrew literature did you use to 
come to your conclusion besides 
thé”Old Testament Scriptures? 

And if, as you say, the virgin 
birth “is clearly stated in the Bi- 
ble,” why should any preacher of 
the gospel try to argue either that 
it is untrue or that it is unim- 
portant? 


3. Is Any Man Honest and 
Worthy of Respect Who 
Takes a Solemn Ordination 
Vow to Support Funda- 
mental Doctrines of the 
Bible But Does Not Mean 
His Vows and Deliber- 
ately Breaks Them? 

Now a much more important 
matter; the sincerity or hypoc- 
risy of preachers who deny the 
virgin. birth. Suppose we. ac- 
knowledge that some men may 
hohestly not believe in the virgin 
birth of Christ. I think there are 


j}many such people who have a 


genuine conviction that Christ was 
not virgin-born. I think they did 
not get that by honest scholar- 
ship and investigation of the facts, 
but I certainly agree that some 
men frankly do not believe in 
the virgin birth. It naturally fol- 
lows that such men do not be- 


j} lieve in the unique deity of Jesus 


Christ, And the franker of them 
say so. Fosdick has said so re- 
peatedly, in print as in his ser- 
mon, “The Peril of Worshipping 
Jesus,” in the book, The Hope of 
the World. Bishop McConnell has 
said so, and Bishop Oxnam has 
said so. They do not believe in 
salvation by the atoning blood of 
Jesus Christ and say so. They do 
not believe that Jesus was what 
He said He was, and therefore do 
not believe that Jesus is infallible 
or sinless. Now suppose that such 
men have such convictions—can 
such a man honestly take the ordi- 
nation vows of the Methodist min- 
istry, to support the Articles -of 
Religion. of the Methodist church? 

You are a Methodist minister; 
you know more about Articles of 
Religion of your church than I do, 
and the vows you took. If I am 
wrong, I want you to set me right. 
Do your Articles of Religion de- 
clare for the virgin-birth of Christ, 
the absolute inspiration and au- 
thority of the Scriptures, or not? 
Did you take a vow to uphold 
those Articles of Religion? Did 
you mean it when you took that 
vow? Have you kept the vow? 

I regard the ordination vow as 
being certainly as binding as an 
official oath in court. I regard it 
as a sacred word of honor. To me 
it seems that to make such a vow 
with secret evasion or mental 
reservation is worse than perjury. 
To me it seems that to knowingly 
take such a vow insincerely would 
be as. dishonest as signing a note 
one did not intend to pay, or 
taking a public oath of allegiance 
-to a country when one meant to 
be a traitor, or swearing to a 
fact in court when one knew it

Tomorrow’s Divorces 
If it is a representative view- 


. point among today’s teen-agers, 


the recently released figures of 
the Youth Research Bureau, head- 
ed by Eugene Gilbert, are enough 
to make the angels weep. Talking 
to over 600 young people in repre- 
sentative sections of America, the 
bureau discovered that the av- 
erage teen-ager thinks very lightly 
of divorce and holds no stigma 
in his own mind with reference 
to it. 

Although one-fifth of those 
questioned were products of a 
home broken through divorce, the 
overwhelming’ majority favored 
ending unhappy marriages: Over 
three-fourths of them, 77 per cent 
to be exact, said they would not 
stick out’ an unhappy marriage 
just to avoid divorce. Over 50 per 
cent of them said this would hold 
true even if there were children 
involved. An _ eighteen-year-old 


girl from Rockville, Maryland, ex- 


pressed the sentiment of most of 
the young people _ interviewed 
when she commented, “Happiness 
is the ultimate in life, so why be 
purposely unhappy?” 

American divorce rates continue 
to skyrocket and possibilities for 
tomorrow, ratherwthan being bet- 
ter, point to an eyen worse situa- 
tion. America’s only hope is in 
getting back to God and the prin- 
ciples taught in -His Word. Ap- 
parently the sacredness of a mar- 
riage vow becomes less holy with 
every American generation. The

Christ and the Bible and depend 
upon his vow to uphold what they 
believe—that is beyond my com- 
prehension as an honest man. -I 
cannot think it honest nor sincere. 
As a brotherly man who wants to 
do right and wants to know the 
truth, I ask you to write me 
whether or not you took your vows 
with secret. evasion or mental 
reservation. 

I could not call a man wha is 
“literally” a whoremonger “‘spirit- 
ually” true to his wife. I could 
not call a traitor to his country 
“spiritually true’ if he were lit- 
erally untrue. I am«simply try- 
ing to state the case for honest 
Biblesbelieving Christians and for 
honest people everywhere who be- 
lieve in keeping holy vows and 
oaths and promises. 

You say, ‘My only suggestion 
is that you begin to deal with 
fundamentals, not _ incidentals. 
Preach the gospel. Tell men of 
the saving power of Christ. Tell 
them how He makes all things 
new.” All right, friend; are not 
thet the fundamentals I am talk- 
ing about? What good is Christi- 
anity that makes a man a liar and 
perjurer in the pulpit? Are not 
truth and integrity and honest 
dealing and keeping of holy vows 
part of the fundamentals you are 
talking about? How can _ people 
who believe in the saving power 
of Christ, that He makes men new, 
excuse insincere evasions, twisted 
terminologies and betrayals. of 
sacred trusts? 

You have raised a good ques- 
tion. It distresses and disturbs 
me. I shall be sincerely grateful 
if you will write me whether or 
not I am right, that Methodist 
ministers take a voW to support 
the Articles of Religion of the 
Methodist church, whether these 
Articles of Religion do not cover 
the virgin ‘birth, the inspiration 
of the Bible, the deity of Christ 
and the blood atonement and how 
you can reconcile any man staying 
in the Methodist ministry when 
he ceases to honor those vows. 
That is an honest question that 
ought to have an honest answer, 
and I believe you will write me 
on that matter.

You say the virgin birth is 
“clearly stated in the Bible. And 
if one is a literalist he is com- 
pelled to accept it, not as a cardi- 
nal doctrine, but as a historical 
event.”’ I take it that you are an 
educated man. Therefore you 
ought not to use words lightly, 
and surely you would not willingly 
twist them. I was a college teach- 
er, did graduate work in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, have been an 
editor for twenty four years, and 
over nineteen million copies of 
my books and pamphlets have 
been distributed. I mention these 
things only to show that I have 
a keen conscience on the use of 
words. With that in mind, I ask 
you if the virgin birth is clearly 
stated in the Bible, then why 
would not any- Bible-believer ac- 
cept it, whether he be a “literal- 
ist” or not? If a good Christian 
who is a literalist believes that 
Mary was a viggin, then would a 
good Christian wWho believes the 
Bible but is not a literalist believe 
that Mary was a harlot? She clear- 
ly was not married when the Sav- 
iour was conceived. If the Bible 
says a thing is white and a literal- 
ist believes that, then would any 
good Christian say that it meant 
black? Suppose we put it this 
way; do the Articles of Religion of 
the Methodist church represent 
the literal viewpoint? Then if any 
man takes these vows, does he 
have a right to say that he be-

Hell was not created for human 
beings. It was created for the 
Devil and his angels. There was 
rebellion in Heaven. The Word 
of God reveals that back yonder 
that brilliant created personality 
called Satan rebelled against God 
and involved some of the angels. 
God ~created a place of punish- 
ment for the Devil and his angels. 
And if you insist on siding with 
those who are against God, that 
place will be your eternal prison. 
Either you are openly for Jesus 
Christ or you are against Him. 
You cannot be neutral. 

Think not you are a little saint 
simply because you are not a 
great sinner. Men are not sent to 
Hell for murder, rape and arson. 
Men are sent to Hell for refusing 
to claim Christ as Saviour and 


Lord. To seek to be neutral on}. 


this issue is to stand with the 
Devil’s crowd, with those who 
;seek to unseat God from His 
throne and cast Him down from 
‘ Heaven. 


Your Sins or Adam’s? 


Have you considered how open 

and free is the way of escape? 
_Heaven’s door is open to you. The 
‘ awful cost was laid on God. 
Mel ‘Trotter told that _. when 
traveling on the train one day a 
‘man said to him, “All you preach- 
ers make me sick.” 

‘T’m not a preacher,’’ replied 
Trotter. “I wish I were; I don’t 
know enough.”’ 

“I don’t carg what you are. 
You Christians are always talking 
about a man going to Hell because 
Adam sinned.” 

“No,” Trotter said, “you will 
never go to Hell because Adam 
sinned. You will go to Hell be- 
cause you refuse the remedy God 
provided for Adam’s sin. Don’t 
you go to crying about something 
that has been absolutely taken 
care of. If you go to Hell you 
will go over the broken body of 
Jesus Christ, who died to keep 
you out.” That is true. 


Is the Fire Real? 


Hell is horrible. When _the Son. 


of God rolled back the curtain 
that separates us from that lost 
world, He showed as graphic a 
picture as mortal man could see. 
I wouldn’t walk across the street 
to argue wWhefher the account of 
the rich man and Lazarus is fact 
or figure. I believe it to be fact. 
But the point is incidental. Why? 
Because if the account is a figure, 
the reality Christ described is far 
worse, Bible figures of speech often 
bring down to our human level of 
understanding truths so tremen- 
dous they would otherwise escape 
our comprehension. To interpret as 
figurative what our Lord tells of 
the rich man in Hell does not make 
Hell less horrible. The reality of 
Hell must be worse than the fig- 
ure which represents it. 

Jesus told of the rich man after 
his burial, “...in Hell he lift up his 
eyes, being in torments. .. and 
he cried and said . .. Have mercy 
on me, and send Lazarus, that he 
may dip the tip of his finger in

water, and cool my tongue; for I 
am tormented in this flame.” The 
solemn answer came back, “Son, 
remember.” He had had his oppor- 
tunity on earth. 


Some of you are face to face 
with life’s biggest and most cru- 
cial question. That is true of 
everyone who is without personal 
certainty of pardon through faith 
in Jesus Christ. 


Where is Hell? 


I do not know. This universe is 
so big that even with the Mount 
Wilson telescope through which 
men look millions of light years 
into outer space, the end of things 
has not yet been found. Shall we 
worry our puny minds about the 
location of Hell? A more prac- 


man was asked, “Where is Hell?” 
He’ answered, “At the end of a 
Christless life.” God says that the 
person who does not receive Jesus 
Christ when given the opportunity 
will find himself at last in that 
awful place. 


What about it? Hasn’t God been 
fair to you? He gave His Son to 
die for you. He offers to save 
you freely. He doesn’t ask you_to 
“try.” He doesn’t ask you to buy‘ 
salvation. He doesn’t ask you to be 
“sood enough.” He asks you to 
take the sinner’s place, humble 
yourself and say, “God, be merci- 
ful to me a sinner.” Put your 
trust in Jesus Christ. 

I recall a Youth for Christ rally 
we held in Quilmes, a suburb of 
Buenos Aires. The place was an 
Anglican church. The rally was 
well attended by high _ school 
young people. I poured out my 
heart in the plainest gospel mes- 
sage I could preach. At the close, 
young people who wanted to quit 
their sins and receive Jesus Christ 
were invited to make public that 
decision. Some fifteen young peo- 
ple came forward. The meeting 
ended on a strong spiritual note. 

Two days later the rector of 
the Anglican church telephoned 
and invited me to dinner with 
him at a certain hotel. When I 
reached the place I was subjected 
to a severe criticism-of the rally, 
especially of the invitation. “All 
the message was quite good until 
you came to the close,” he said, 
“but as you gave the invitation, 
even the tone of your voice chan- 
ged while you pled with the 
young people.” 


The Reason Why 


I was criticised by a minister 
who objected because I strongly 
pled with sinners to quit their sins 
and surrender to the Son of God. 
Suppose that while we were eat- 
ing dinner that day in the hotel I 
had heard someone shouf, “Fire!” 
had seen smoke and flames, had 
noticed panicky customers bolting 
for the exits. Would you expect 
me to have whispered, “This place 
is apparently on fire. Perhaps we 
would do well to consider leav- 
ing?” No! You would have ex- 
pected me to shout, “Man, this 
place is afire! Let’s get out of 
here!” ‘ 

That’s :why I am_ shouting. 
That’s why I work so hard to get 
you to stop sinning and. give your- 
self to Jesus Christ. Do you know 
why some Christians: are unoon- 
cerned? They don’t believe you 
are goinng to Hell. That is what 
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is wrong. That is why some 
eyed, no sweat, no warning in 
their voices. I believe you are 
bound for Hell if you are not Sav- 
ed, You are kept from the horror 
of Hell only by the pulsating 
movement of your weak heart. 


How long will Hell last? The 
Bible tells us that while God ex- 
ists and Heaven endures and the 
blissful eternity of the saved rolls 
on and on, Hell will also exist. In 
Matthew. 25:46 the very same ex- 
pression is used with reference to 
the duration of the blessedness of 
the saved and the punishment of 
the unsaved. Heaven is eternal. 
So, too, is Hell. 


Hell’s Awfulness 


How awful to suffer in that lost 
world. I remember the testimony 
of Dr. Joe Henry Hankins. When 
he was eleven years old he was 
in a gunpowder explosion and was 
burned from head to foot. He was 
in bed thirteen months, but for 
nearly six weeks of that time it 
seemed he was in fire day and 
night. You know how painful even 
a small burn can be. My wife had 
a bad time yesterday from the 
Mburn of a hot iron. The iron had 
only touched the palm of her 
hand. Think of. your body being 
burned from your waist to the top 
of your head. In those days they 
didn’t have modern means to al- 
leviate suffering. Hankins said, 
“There I was, day and night, in 
that awful agony of suffering. 
When night would come on, my 
mother would sit by my bedside.

His Luck Failed 


Allison W. Bunkley went to Ar- 
gentina in 1946, the year after our 
arrival there. Bunkley had won a 
scholarship at Princeton Univer- 
sity. During his stay in Argentina 
he was a correspondent for News- 
week. He had returned to the 
United States when the newspaper 
flashed out word of his tragic 
death. The papers said that after 
watching a basketball game _ be- 
tween the universities of Prince- 
ton and New York, Bunkley re- 
turned to his apartment with a 
group of friends for a iittle birth- 
day celebration. Shortly after 
eleven o’clock he wished to show 
his guests how the game of “Rus- 
sian roulette’ was played. A re- 
volver has“only one chamber load- 
ed, then a player twirls the cylin- 
der around quickly, applies the 
weapon to his temple and pulls 
the trigger. Bunkley did this sev- 
eral times, striking an empty 
chamber each time. His friends 
then insisted he stop. “I'll do it 
just once more,” said Bunkley. 
This time luck failed him and he 
shot himself, dying a few minutes 
afterward in the hospital.

There is not a single arch, or 
column, or key-stone in the 
sacred edifice that. does not 
show some marks of foreign or 
domestie assault. But there it - 
stands, as firm  as_ the 
pyramids, unshaken and un- 
riven by the upheavals and 
revolutions of centuries. 


It is said that Earl Cairns, one 
of the ablest and most successful 
lawyers of recent days, told a 
father who consulted him about 
the books his son needed to study 
as a preparation for the practice 
of the law, “Let him begin with 
the Bible, for there he will find 
the foundation of all law, as well 
as of all morality.” The same 
sentiment has been’ expressed 
again and again by eminent law- 
yers. 


Sir Matthew Hale, for example, 
records his opiniony “I have been 
acquainted somewhat with men 
and books, and have had long 
experience in the world: there is 
no book like the Bible for excel- 
lent learning, wisdom, and _ use;

otherwise.”

So the Lord 
invites us in Jeremiah 33:3, “Call 
unto me, and I will answer thee, 
and shew thee great and mighty 
things, which thou knowest not.” 

In Ephesians 3:20 Paul says, 
“Now unto him that is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all 
that we ask or think.” 

In Psalm 81:10 the Lord said, 
“Open thy mouth wide, and I will 
fill it.” God is inviting us to ask 
big things, and He says three or 
four times in the Bible, “Is any 
thing too hard for the Lord?” In 
Jeremiah 32:27 and in 32:17 and 
then with Abraham in Genesis 
¥8:14, we are told there is nothing 
too hard for God. 

Then we can ask in Jesus’ 
name. We are invited in John 14, 
verses 13 and 14, “And whatso- 
ever ye shall ask in my name, 
that will I do, that the Father 
may be glorified in the Son. If 
ye shall ask any thing in my 
name, I will do it.” 

Then there are the promises 
that say just to pray. Never mind 
whether you have much faith and 
never mind whether you believe 
it as you ought or whether you 
are asking it wholly in Jesus 
name, the Scripture still says you 
are to pray. “Ask, and it shall be 
given you; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you. For every one that 
asketh receiveth; and he that 
seeketh findeth; and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened’ 
(Luke 11:9, 10). 

How many promises there are 
of answers to persistent prayer. 
So we are invited to pray. 


We ought to remember also 
that there are so many promises 
in the Bible of provision. There is 
a promises of daily bread. We are 
invited to pray for daily bread. 
Who then ought to be timid when 
you come to ask God for what 
God has offered to give? When 
we come to ask God for what He 
has offered to give so freely, we 
ought to feel encouraged to pray 
for that which God has offered 
to give. 

Then there is the promise that 
He clothes the lilies and He feeds 
the sparrows. Jesus said in Mat- 
thew 6:33, “But seek ye first the 
kingdom of God, and his right- 
eousness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you.” We can 
thank God that He is able and 
ready to give us the promises of 
God. All of them are a good basis 
on which we are to-pray. Oh, 
how the promises encourage us 
and build our faith! 


II, The Very Nature of God— 
His Goodness and Mercy 
and Power—Should En- 
courage Us to Pray 

Again™we are encouraged to 
expect answers to prayer by the 
very nature of God. 

Oh, He is a good God. We ought 
to say over and over again how 
good God is. God is righteous. You 
remember when Abraham talked 
with God about Sodom, God said, 
“IT am going to have to destroy 
Sodom.” But Abraham said, “Now 
Lord, wait. Lot lives down there 
it wouldn’t do to de- 
stroy the righteous. with the 
wicked. You wouldn’t do that, 
would you?” He argued with God 
and he put up to God God’s own 
nature. He said, “Lord, you will 
have to do right; shall not the 
God of all the earth do right? 
You can’t destroy the righteous 
whether a 
man was saved.” Abraham argued

with God about His righteousness. 
He was anxious for God’s right- 
eousness to be vindicated, and 
that pleased God. It did not dis- 
please Him. He argued on the 
basis of the nature of God. 

Then we are told in Hebrews 4 
that we are to come boldly to the 
throne of grace because that it is 
a throne of grace, and we are to 
come to find help and find mercy. 
So then if it is God’s grace, why, 
we are to come because God is 
gracious and merciful. 

I have read through the Psalms 
recently again and my heart re-/ 
joices in one thing. Oh, how many/ 
many times God says that <‘t 
Lord is merciful, yea, our Lord | 
righteous.” And in Psalm 136, 
every verse ends, “For his mercy bs 
endureth for ever.’ 

I said to an old preacher one 
time, “Why does God have it said 
so often in Psalm 136 that “his 
mercy endureth for ever’? He 
replied, “Because ‘his mercy en- 
dureth for ever’.” Because of 
God’s mercy so clearly revealed, 
then we ought to expect God to 
answer prayer. 

Look up into the face of God 
and thank Him that He is the 
kind of a God who answers prayer. 
In fact, that is one of the names 
He gives to Himself in Psalm 
65:2. The psalmist is moved and 
inspired by the Holy Spirit to 


write, “0 thou that  hearest 
prayer.” He is the prayer- -hearing 
God. That is one of His own 


divinely inspired names. 

Then He is powerful. We know 
that God is able. Oh, but you say, 
“The circumstances. .’ Never 
mind circumstances, God is ‘the 
God of circumstances. Somebody 
once said, “I don’t know what the 
future holds, but I know who 
holds the future.” And God is 
able to handle men or to handle 
weather or to handle all the na- 
tions of the world. There is not 
anything God can’t handle—from 
Satan on up or down; and so the 
power of God ought to encourage 
us to pray. 


III. Since God Gave His Son, 
Will He Not Freely Give 
Us All Things? 

Here is another reason I am 
encouraged to expect God to an- 
swer prayer—because God gave 
His own Son. That is a Bible rea- 
son, In Romans 8:32 the Bible 
says, ““‘He that spared not his own 
Son, but delivered him up for us 
all, how shall he not with him 
also freely give us all things?” 
So why shouldn’t we expect God 
to hear us, and why shouldn’t we 
expect God to answer? If God 
would give His Son, He would give 
a house or a meal or a friend or 
a revival or a soul or give us 
health when we need it. Here the 
Bible is saying there is nothing 
too precious, even to the very son 
of God—there is nothing too pre- 
cious for God to give to those 
whom He loves. There is nothing 
too small, nothing too great. 


“Oh, but we do not deserve it,” 
you say. Yes, but the mercy of 
God has proven enough for all 
that. “But where sin abounded, 
grace did much more abound” 
(Rom. 5:20). You are not worthy 
to get saved; neither do you have 
to be worthy to get your prayers 
answered if you come to pray in 
Jesus’ name or come to pray in 
faith or come to pray out of a 
needy heart and meet any one of 
many of the sweet and varying 
promises. If you come to meet 
any condition—in fact, if you just 
pray and pray and pray— then 
God has grace to answer when 
poor sinners such as you and [I 
are, do not deserve it. An answer 
to prayer comes not because we 
deserve it, but God gave His Son 
and “where sin abounded, grace 
did much more abound.”

his own 
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faith first by learning actual 
promises that God will do these 
things and then more than that 
as we read it. You know it Is a 
promise in itself when I read how 
God delivered Daniel from the 
lions’ den or how God delivered 
Hezekiah when Sennacherib and 
the great Assyrian army Ssur- 
rounded Jerusalem. There seemed 
no hope. When that wicked letter 
of the heathen man came brag- 
ging that no other gods could take 
them out of the hands of the 
Assyrian army, Hezekiah spread 
that blasphemous letter before 
the Lord and that night the angel 
of the Lord came and one hundred 
and eighty-five thousand soldiers 
were found dead in their tents. 
That wicked man returned and 
was slain in the house of his own 
god by his two sons. That en- 
courages me to have faith when 
I hear this or when I hear how 
God heard Paul and Silas and de- 
livered them from jail and saved 
the jailer. 

When I read in the Bible so 
many other times how a loving 
God heard prayer and answered, 
I am encouraged to pray. So it is 
a good thing to go through the 
Bible and mark certain answers 
to prayer. 

Many a time I have preached 
on it and I have many a time read 
how God heard the beseechings of 
Jacob. He held on to the angel 
and would not let go and said, “I 
will not let thee go, except thou 
bless me.” (Gen. 32:26). How 
many times I have rejoiced in the 
prayer of the Syrophenician wom- 
an who kept pleading till she got 
her girl healed, and that man who 
came and said, “I believe; help 
thou mine unbelief” (Mark 9:24), 
about his devil-possessed son. 

Then the woman who touched 
the hem of the garment of Jesus 
and many others—like those four 
men.who carried in their hands 
the man afflicted with palsy and 
let down his cot through the roof 
they broke up. I say Bible answers 
to prayer encourage us to pray. 

Then if you want to learn to 
trust God you must dwell on the 
Bible and make it real and count 
yourself the same kind of a poor 
sinner as the sinners in the Bible 
whose prayers God answered. 

That is legitimate. The Bible 
calls our attention to Elisha and 
says he “was a man subject to 
like passions as we are, and he 
prayed” and God heard (James 
5:17). The Scripture says, “The 
effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man _ availeth much’ 
(James 5:16). We are encouraged 
to pray ds these did. And we-are 
encouraged to have an answer to 
our prayers. 

Another thing we ought to be 
encouraged to pray by is the an- 
swers to the prayers of other 
great men of God, not only those 
in the Bible. That is one reason 
4 Christian ought to read some 
good bidgraphies. 

I' will tell you of two biogra- 
phies which have been among the 
greatest blessings in all of my 
life. One of them is the life of 
George Muller, the man of prayer 
of Bristol, England, George Muller 
by <A. T. Pierson. That book 
taught me many of those first 
lessons that later blossomed into 
a life of prayer and btossomed 
into, thank God, a manifestation 
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Sword of the Lord 
Box 420, Wheaton, Illinois

through these many years, thirty- 
seven years of ministry (but much 
more than that even, because be- 
fore I started preaching I knew 
God in wonderful answer to 
prayer). It blossomed into my 
book Prayer—Asking and Recew- 
ing which has gone around the 
world and been translated in 
French and in Danish and in Span- 
ish and 175,000 copies in_ this 
country. The life of George Mul- 
ler, the man who prayed down 
7% million dollars and cared for 
orphan children and sent mission- 
aries and spread literature, was 
an encouragement to me to pray. 

The other was the story of 
Charles Finney, The Memoirs of | 
Charles Finney, that man who 
was converted as a young lawyer 
and went out to be an evangelist. 
How God heard him and _ used 
him! Then many another story of” 
answered prayer would encourage 
us. Maybe it would be Praying 
Hyde or maybe it would be Hud- 
son Taylor’s Spiritual Secret or 
maybe it would be the life of D. L. 
Moody or many of the true stories 
which R. A. Torrey tells about 
his answers to prayer in the little 
book How to Pray and in his other 
books, 

Yes, the way God has answered 
prayers of others ought to en- 
courage us. I remember the story 
of one woman who when_ she 
prayed said, “Lord, I would be 
willing to be one that You for- 
sook and one that You failed if 
You failed a lot of other people, 
but I am determined that I am 
not going to be the first one.” So 
I would say, thank God, if: God 
heard others, He will hear me. If 
God heard others who were poor 
or needy or maybe ignorant and 
maybe unworthy, then God will 
hear me. Oh, it is good to know! 


That is one reason we ought to 
tell of answers to prayer. That is 
one reason why we ought to from 
time to time give our testimony 
as David did. He said, “This poor 
man cried and the Lord heard 
him and delivered him from all 
his fears,’ and we do God an 
honor and we please Him when 
we tell of what wonderful things 
God has done for us in answer 
to prayer. 

I think perhaps I ought to write 
more on answers to prayer and on 
marvelous conversions that God 
has mercifully given. 


V. God’s Answers to Our Own 
Prayers in the Past Should 
Encourage Us to Pray 


Another thing, we ought to be 
encouraged to trust “God, we 
ought to be’ encouraged to expect 
an answer.to prayer because He 
has. answered our own prayers be- 
fore. Now you stop and think. 
You may not be a very good 
Christian, but haven’t you had 
some answers to prayer? I have 
and I thank God. When I was 
only a boy my father- was given 
up to die. Two doctors said, “He 
won't live till morning.” That 
night I went out to the horses’ 
stall and prayed, and I heard my 
sister praying’ under the buggy 
shed. I heard my stepmother pray- 
ing in the front room beside the 
bed. The next morning my father 
was in some wonderful way healed 
and restored and back to con- 
Sciousness and it seemed the sick- 
ness was all gone. After a short 
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convalescence to regain his 
strength, he was going about his 
regular duties again. I know God 
heard my prayer. So it was when 
I started off to college with $9.35. 
(My heart was so blessed as I 
thought of the matter again this 
week). And God provided the way. 

When you go back and think 
how God has heard prayer, how 
God has answered prayer for 
yourself, it is an encouragement. 
You know that is the way David 
did. David, said, ‘What shall I 
render unto the Lord for all his 
benefits toward me? I will take 
the cup of salvation, and call upon 
the name of the Lord” (Ps. 116: 
12, 13). Well, that is good. 

And as one man who was a 
wicked sinner said when he got 
saved and the Lord was so good 
to him, “Lord, you ain’t never 
gonna hear the last of this.” Well, 
let’s go and tell it and rejoice in 
the way God has answered our 
own prayers. 

I was blessed this week because 
I have been looking over the 
proof sheets of a book, the biogra- 
phy of this poor man written by 
Robert L. Sumner. The title of 
the biography about my life is 
Man Sent From God, I read it 
and I wept part of the time—not 
because there is anything that I 
have done I can rejoice about and 
not weeping for sorrow—but I was 
weeping as I remembered how 
many times God did what no one 
else could do, when- my life 
seemed up against a stone wall, 
when it seemed that I must sell 
out and give up the fight, and 
God heard when I trusted Him. 
And my heart rejoiced because I 


|'was remembering again how God 


had answered prayer before. I be- 
lieve the remembering will help 
me to trust Him. I believe the 
remembering encouraged me this 
week to sign contracts for hun- 
dreds of dollars every week, $25,- 
000 or $30,000 in a year for the 
additional time for the radio be- 
yond the $50,000 already obligated 
for, because I know God answers 
prayer. 

Some time ago after I went to 
bed, on my bedside table I picked 
up 4&4 book I was reading and my 
wife said, “What are you read- 
ing?’ I chuckled and then she 
looked over and saw me wiping 
away tears. She said, “What are 
you reading?’ And gbe rose up in 
bed to-see what I held out beside 
the bed to’read. Ahd she laughed 
and laughed because’I was read- 
ing my own book, Prayer—Asking 
and Receiving. It -was not that I 
learned something new when I 
read it, though the truths of God 
are always new. The Word of God 
is never old to the open heart, 
but I was so blessed to remember 


again how God had answered so] 


many prayers. 

Do you want to be encouraged? 
Then go back and cotint your 
blessings. Go back and think what 
God has done for you. “Count 
your many blessings, name them 
one by one, and it will surprise 
you,” and it will also encourage 
you, “‘what the Lord has done.” 
So the answers to prayer in the 
past ought to make you ask Him 
again. 


VI. It Would Bring Honor and 
Glory to God to Answer 
Our Prayers 


We are talking about how we 
should be encouraged to pray. 
Well, then we ought to think of 
God’s own glory. That is a good 
reason for God to answer our 
prayers. God wants some adver- 
tising. The one thing we can do 
for God that He wants and is 
pleased more by is to offer the 
sacrifice of praise and thanksgiv- 
ing. He said, “Make a joyful noise 
unto the Lord, all ye lands. Serve 
the Lord with gladness: come be- 
fore his presence with singing. .. . 
Enter into his gates with thanks- 
giving, and into his courts with 
praise” (Ps. 100:1, 2, 4). God 
wants the thanksgiving of grate- 
ful hearts. And so for His own 
glory then God could answer 
prayer, 

I can say,,“Lord, I am going to 
praise You. If You will do this 
for me, I will tell it to the glory 
of God.”
